At the Court at Carlton House, the 29th of May 1826—present, 
the King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council; his Majesty having 
been pleased to appuint Licutenant General Sir Heury Warde, Go- 
vernor of the Island of Barbadoes, he this day took the usual oaths 
appointed to be taken by the Governors of his Majesty's Plantations 

Carlton House, May 29, 1826.—The King was this day pleased to 
confer the honour of Knighthood upou Lieutenant Colonel Williain 
Lewis Herries, Deputy Quarter-Master General of his Majesty's 
Forces in the Mediterranean, Knight Commander of the Roy al Ha- 
noverian Guelphic Order.

Legal Decision —By a recent decision in the court of King’s Bench 
it appears that the sale of a horse by a dealer to another person on 
Sunday, comes within the statute of 29 Charles If. ‘on the observ- 
ance of the Lord’s day,’ and if a horse so sold be warranted sound, 
and the contrary prove the fact, no compensation can be obtained. 


On Tuesday week Mr. Stockdale appeared in the court of Common 
Pleas, to move that the verdict lately given against him, for one of 
the libels ia Harriette Wilson’s Memoirs, should be set aside. He 
complained of Mr. Sergeant Vanghan’s hostility ; he also complained 
of the judge and jury who tried the cause, and of the uewspapers 
who reported it. ‘The learned Sergeant had said he was ‘ worse 
than atighwayman;’ the judge had described him to tbe a ‘ pander 
to a prestitute-for the purpose of extorting hush-money ;’ the jury 
had given damages 700 pounds, and the newspapers had suppressed 
all that was to the advantage of his character. He stated various 
reasons why the verdict ought to be set aside, and mentioned that lie 
was in expectation of his wife’s bringing him a twenty-second child, 
as also, that in his opinion the memoirs in question were of a moral 
tendency. Mr. Stockdale’s eloquence, however, proved of no avail. 
The Lord Chief Justice declared the grounds on which the motion 
was made to be ‘as absurd as the book to which the cause reterred 
was infamous.’ The other judges supported the verdict, and Mr. 
Justice Burrough, alluding to the attempts at extortion whicti had 
been made, thought there were ‘the amplest grounds for an indict- 
ment for a conspiracy agaiust both,’ Mr. Stockdale and his friend 
Harriette!
